Textile’s Grab: 


— AN — 
Amazing Expose 


HE people of Canada have been receiving some rather 

rude shocks as the Turgeon Royal Commission brings 

to light amazing and almost incredible facts from the evi- 

dence of Sir Herbert Holt, Dr. Dawson, and others inter- 
ested in the textile industry. 


Sir Herbert Holt, for Dominion Textiles, Limited, told 
of investing $500,000 with several associates, drawing 
down $15 millions in dividends and still holding their stock 
shares with a today’s value of some $10 millions. 


Dr. A. O. Dawson, for Canadian Cottons, Limited, 
under cross-examination, told of the millions of dollars 
profit made and the concealing from the shareholders and 
the Dominion government income tax department other 
millions of dollars of profit juggled around in a fake in- 
ventory. 


The wage-earners in this industry are among the 
poorest paid and most badly treated as to hours and 
employment conditions. The sweatshop idea, at its 
worst, is presented in the textile industry. 


This is the industry that has been receiving sky-high 
tariff protection, and that maintains high-priced lawyers 
to lobby at Ottawa and present untrue figures to obtain 
and continue a “Special Privilege’ to exploit Canadians 
for huge, unwarranted and unearned profits. 


It is safe to say, however, not a single one of the 
men responsible in this scandalous exposure will face 
any charge. Every mark on this trail of corruption 
was probably passed upon by legal advisers before it was 
made. 


J. C. McRuer, K.C., counsel for the Turgeon Royal 
Commission, pressed Dr, A. O. Dawson, of Canadian Cot- 
tons, Limited, for an explanation of the practice of hiding 
profits in a secret reserve, and here are some of the 
questions and answers: 


Mr. McRuer—I am not quarrelling with your reserve 
to be drawn on in times of distress. Have all the reserves 
you want; but what I do quarrel with is that you should 
conceal from the shareholders the true assets of the com- 
pany and that you should conceal from the government the 
true profits. 


Dr. Dawson—lIf the shareholders’ interests were suf- 
fering by doing that sort of thing, or the government was 
suffering by it, that might be so, but they don’t, and my 
belief is that shareholders’ interests are preserved as are 
the operatives’, by keeping a strong balance and what you 
might call an undisclosed reserve. The banks all have it. 


Mr. McRuer—I am not investigating the banks at the 
moment. I am only investigating your company. Do you 
suggest that there are practices in the banks of keeping 
undisclosed reserves and undisclosed profits hidden away? 


Dr. 


Mr. McRuer—They do not disclose them to the govern- 
ment? You say that? 


Dr. Dawson—No, not to the government. They are al- 
ways to their benefit in the balance sheet. 

Mr. McRuer—Well, there may be some practices in the 
banks which require looking into. 


Dawson—They always do! 


Dr. Dawson—Unforeseen losses. 


A Royal Commission investigating the financial insti- 
tutions, interlocking directorships, watered stock and bond 
issues, etc., would undoubtedly uncover still greater evi- 
dence of greed and corruption than is partially disclosed 
in this textile enquiry. 


Until parliament takes drastic action Canadians will 
continue to be the victims of a small group of ruthless 
exploiters who now levy tolls through “SPECIAL PRIVI- 
LEGE"” and the control of “OTHER PEOPLE’S MONEY.”

W innine Prof. Sandif 1 of the Unive 

sity of Toronto, said tests made of 10,000 school 


Banishing Adhesions

become joined together, without opening up the 
abdominal wall. This type of treatment can not 
be expected to bring results overnight, but when 


faithfully continued for several weeks or 
months, will obtain the desired improvement. 
Frequent examination with the fluoroscopic 


X-ray will show the changes taking place and 
when the organs are once separated, they can 
then be restored to their normal positions 
through having the patient take special exer- 
cises. 

When the adhesions are not very strongly 
formed, they may often be loosened by such 
exercise alone, without the manipulative treat- 
ment. The best exercises to accomplish this are 
| the so-called “setting up” exercises. These 
taken while lying on the back either 
floor, or on a slanting board, with the feet rais- 
ed about two feet higher than the head

| The slanting board may be made at home, if | 
desired. Secure two boards about 6 feet in 

Tength and 12 inches wide. Nail them together, 
fe le by side, and place one end of this 6 foot 
| by 2 foot board on the window sill or on one 


side of the bed. Place a quilt or other padding 


over the board itself and place a pillow on the | 
floor where the board touches. 

To take the exercises, lie on the back with 
the feet at the top end of the board. More vig- 
orous exercises can be taken if a strap is placed 
around the top of the board, and the feet hook- 
ed under the strap. The firsf exercise is to try 
to come up to a sitting position. If you can not 
do this at first, do not despair, as the effort 
alone is a good exercise and will help to break 
the adhesions loose. At first, try the slanting 
board exercises only once or twice, and as your 
strength increases, repeat each one a greater 
number of times. 

Another exercise to take on the slanting 
board is to hook only one foot under the strap 
and to raise and lower the other leg which is | 
held stiff. Change legs and do this exercise with 
the other limb. 

The treatment of adhesions is one of the 
most important of all of the treatments which | 


the physician is called upon to give and the 
improvement in health, elimination, and energy 
which often follows when the right treatment 
is given, is frequently remarkable.

HAD SUFFERED ACUTELY 

Dealing with increases for all 
employees not at maximum grade, | 
Mr. Farmilo said that employees 
not at top grade had suffered more 
acutely than those at the top who 
have already received statutory in- 
creases, 

Mr. Farmilo pointed out that “the 
present schedule of salaries of the 
civil service, as set up by Order-in- 
Council under the authority of the 
Civil Service Efficiency Act, calls 
for certain statutory increases 
within each grade of the service. 
These increases have not been 
granted for several years, with the 


|; result that a number of employees 


who entered the service several 
years ago are still at the minimum 
of their grade. Restoration of these | 
increases would allay aj} 
feeling of unfairness which at pre- 
sent exists.” | 


TIME PAST DUE 
Turning his attention to the re- 


turn of the statutory deductions, 
Mr. Farmilo stated that “the time 
is past due for an increase in 


salaries. We have pointed out in 
our previous reports that the civil 
servants of Alberta are paying out 
of their moderate salaries a special 
tax, known as the Voluntary Con- 


tribution At the time this was 
agreed to, we pointed out that 
whilst, as civil servants, we were 


prepared to do all we can to assist 
the province at this time, we feel 
that civil servants ought not to be 
expected to take care of the finan- 
cial deficits of governments arising 
from causes over which we have no 
control, 

“It should be pointed out that a 
number of governments have re- 
tored voluntary contributions and 
deductions from salaries made sev- 
eral years ago and we find an effort 
being made on the part of indus- 
trial establishments toward upward 
readjustments in this regard Re- 
presentations to the government 
have been made to have the amount 
paid by civil servants through the 
voluntary contribution returned. It 
was pointed out to the Premicr at 
our recent conference that the cost | 
of living had increased and we also 
drew to his attention the fact that 
large industrial establishments have 
seen fit to increase wages and 
salaries. Whilst the Premier was 
in entire sympathy with the repre-| 
sentations made by your committee, 
he felt that the time was not oppor- 
tune.” 


ELIMINATE PATRONAGE 
Mr. Farmilo stated that
